Tipperary, EIOZ/p Operated by Charlie EI8JB, on a summit in Co. Cavan, George 
GI4SRQ in Co. Armagh, Mike EI2EO in Co. Galway, Ray GI8TAX in Co. Armagh, 
and Tom EI9CJ and Peter EI4HX both in Co. Louth. 


All stations exchanged reports, WAI squares, Counties and book numbers as well as 
Summit on the Air numbers in the case of EIOZ/p. 


IOTA Contest 


The provisional results for this year's IOTA contest have now been published. These 
show the Bristol Contest Group, which operated from the island of Jersey, with the 
highest score - they had almost 3,300 QSOs and just under 600 multipliers, giving a 
total score of 13 million. 


Twenty-six stations operating from Ireland and its offshore islands submitted logs. 
The top-scoring EI/GI station was Paul EISDI, followed closely by EJ3Z - the 
Shannon Basin Radio Club - which operated from Inisbofin. Other offshore stations 
came in with excellent scores, including Bernard EJ4II on the Saltees and the Dalkey 
Island Contest Group EJ1DD who were back for a second year on Clare Island. 


Other stations with scores in excess of half-a-million points were Mark El6JK, Max 
EI6KC and the Northern Ireland DXers Group MIOM.
